Not Necessarily the Best Kind 


A student of minute-taking 
and minute-reading procedures 
will soon come to find that 
practices are almost as numer- 
ous as the number of agencies 
which keep minutes in the first 
place. 


They can range from ac- 
counts of simple sets of mo- 
tions and resolutions, with the 
votes of each member of the 
group recorded, to long verba- 
tim disquisitions which defy 
indexing and which are only 
as orderly as the random dis- 
cussions they are claimed to 
perpetuate. 


The Menlo Park Elementary 
School District board of trus- 
tees, which a couple of weeks 
ago discontinued an experi- 
ment in having at least part 
of its discussions recorded on 
tape and later transcribed, did- 
n't really go as far as some 
groups have in keeping min- 
utes. 

The trustees did go far en- 
ough into the subject to as- 
certain, however, that a good 
note-taker, with later inter- 
pretation, can put together 
an accurate record which is 
faor to all. 

More than that, the failure 
of the tape recorder to give 
a true impression of who said 

what is largely due to the fact 
that most of us “talk with our 
hands” a lot more than we 
think we do. 

The oratorical pause can’t be 
adequately presented in a tran- 
script off a tape, either, and 
many are fond of this device. 

Too, an awful lot of tape 
tends to be wasted. Few news- 
papermen ever even bother to 
learn shorthand, because they 
know in advance that much of 


the talk they’re going to have 
to listen to is garnish. 

Aside from verbatim reports 
of speeches which are actually 
handed to the reporter in 
printed form anyhow, there’s 
little use in recording every- 
thing a person says at a public 
meeting. 

To do so would involve re- 
peated references to “Mr. 
Chairman,” and “The matter 
before us is fraught with in- 
terest, is of the utmost im- 
portance, and fully worthy 
of our most considered stu- 
dy,” and similar salutes 
which, in the final analysis, 
contribute nothing to the 
business which is supposed 
to be geing forward. 

There’s an important excep- 
tion to the above, however. 
This crops up when a member 
of the audience rises to speak. 

Audience members who 
speak at public meetings like 
to have their names “in the 
record” as contributing some- 
thing of importance whether 
they do or not. 

Many, however, outsmart 
themselves by the simple ex- 
pedient of not identifying 
themselves when they rise to 
talk, and another type of indi- 
vidual falls in love with the 
sound of his own words the 
moment he opens his mouth, 
and can string the statement 
of a two-minute opinion into a 
half-hour oration. 

(A single individual who 
does both is rare, but one crops 
up once in a while. One can tell 
if what was said is considered 
important, by whether or not 
the secretary asks him to iden- 
tify himself after he’s. spoken.) 

The Menlo Park Planning 
Commission’s secretary got 
about the toughest workout 
any of them has ever got in 
this town, at the time of the 
1952 master plan hearings. 

Because city wide planning 
was involved, hundreds of af- 
fected property owners felt 
they had something to say. The 
result was a series of hearings 
— some held in the Burgess 
Park Little Theater because 
the councii chambers were too 
small — which featured state- 
ments from the audience from 
8 p.m. until, in some cases, 
midnight. 

A tape recorder was used to 
help the recording secretary 
but even so. typing and con- 
densing the minutes sometimes 
kept the secretary busy for 
days. 

All those words seemed im- 
portant at the time they were 
uttered and, had some individ- 
ual’s pearl of wisdom been left 
out or cut in length, he would 
probably have opened a cam- 
paign charging “crooked gov- 
ernment” or some such. 

As it is, the record was very 
completely kept. Nobody could 
find any fault with it. 

Also, nobody pays any atten- 
tion to it any more. 

The planners’ themselves 
read the transcript a couple of 
times and modified the master 
plan in keeping with what they 
had heard. Then they filed 
their own copies according to 
their separate lights. 

And somewhere in city hall, 
there’s a big sheaf of papers 
which might be of. archeologi- 
cal interest some day.

Proposal 
Drew Protest 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that, 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


February 14, 1936: 


Property owners of Live Oak 
avenue vigorously protested to 
the city fathers Tuesday night 
against the cost of either pur- 
chasing or caring for shade 
trees along that street, bring- 
ing the beautification plans of 
the city planning commission 
and the council up against a 
stone wall. 

Convinced that the city will 
appreciate a tree planting cam- 
paign Mr. MacDonald of the 
planning © commission _ stated 
they would look for some other 
street where the property own- 
ers were more in favor of 
beautification. 

First reading was given an 
ordinance forbidding the sale, 
possession or use of fireworks 
within the city. It was stated 
that more than $1200 in fire 
loss was suffered by local resi- 
dents last Fourth of July, to 
say nothing of minor injuries. 

It was reported that the allo- 
cation of state gas tax funds 
for Menlo Park for the month 
of January was $502.45. Trea- 
surer Ryan reported that. he 
had received $12,000 from the 
collection of city taxes.

million which could wipe out 
any tax cuts. But the scissors 
are close at hand and depart- 
ment heads have a rule to ask 
for more than they. need and 
then they wind up with about 
what they figured it would take 
to expand slowly but.surely. 

No one should be fooled by 
this tax cut, actually. A 10- 
cent reduction in property 
tax will be most welcome, to 
be sure. That represents 
about $750,000 to $800,000 in 
the total budget. 

The county can expect about 
a million from sales tax reve- 
nues for 1961. Half of that am- 
ount is “velvet” because it 
comes after the 1960-61 budget 
was adopted. Don’t get us 
wrong; we agree that the sales 
tax is the most equitable tax- 
ing system of them all. 

Properties are due for a 
breather for a while and ex- 
pect it be just that “for a 
while.” 

The cost of government—all 
kinds—is rising so fast sales 
taxes will never handle the ex- 
tra amounts that will be need- 
ed. One only has to remember 
the “emergency” state sales tax 
to help finance school costs. 

The only way sales tax rev- 
enues will cut down the coun- 
ty over-all costs is by elimi- 
nating capital construction 
projects from the budget. 
This item has been running 
a million and more.each year. 

We can’t even see how the 

building program can be ¢ar- 
ried on in its present style on 
just sales tax income. The Hall 
of Justice addition alone is es- 
timated at about $214 millions. 
Then there is the administra- 
tive building of five stories 
which will cost about the same. 
These two jobs alone mean ths 
sales tax money is spent for 
about five years. 

We think it is wise planning 
however, as these jobs would 
cost about double if financed 
by a 20 or 25-year bonding pro- 
gram. 

Neither the board of su- 
pervisors nor the county man- 
ager have figured out how 
they will pay for 800 voting 
machines costing almost 
$1800 each. 

The contract rental costs, if 
no purchase is made, will be 
about. $17 per month per ma- 
chine. This would be $136,000 
a year. It is said election costs 
will be reduced by close to $85,- 
000 an election. This would 
mean an actual saving in the 
primary and general election 
costs every two years. But ways 
will be found to purchase the 
machines every other year, 
probably by budgeting election 
money that formerly went for 
precinct workers, etc. 

It is no secret that many de- 
partments were cut substan- 
tially for this year’s budget, 
particularly by the fact that 
the recent re-assessment pro- 
gram has stirred up a lot of 
criticism—and right in an elec- 
tion year, too. 

It has been a custom to cut 
the rate in election years and 
raise it the next. But to be fair, 
it must be pointed out that the 
county tax rate was cut two 
years in a row for a total of 10 
cents. 

Now a third reduction in 
succession will be a record 
but we have no doubt it will 
be done. As most everyone 
knows, there is another re- 
assessing program going on 
now to bring property im- 
provements up to the 25 per 
cent of market value as re- 
quired by state law. Wher- 
ever this program hits this 
year the 10-cent. tax cut will 
look like an increase. 

Schools and some other tax- 
ing agencies take full advan- 
tage of these boosts in lieu of 
going to the voters for a high- 
er tax ceiling. Some other ag- 
encies have no tax limit and 
can enrich their treauries with- 
out changing the rate merely 
by relying on the ever’ inereas- 
ing assessment valuations. 

Each year we seem to be get- 
ting. more “outside” groups 
grabbing a share of the tax 
load. We have had the tapid 
transit district, the air pollu- 
tion control board, area dispos- 
al districts, ete. 

The air pollution officers are 

asking the state legislature to 
vote them a boost. Of course 
the rapid transit people are 
hoping to get their plan on the 
ballot later this year. 
Soon more money will have to 
be paid in to finance the al- 
most $2-billion state water 
plan. On top of this we: likely 
can expect increased federal 
income taxes, more state ex- 
penditures and by the time we 
get through we will be ready 
to go to the poor house. 

Considering ALL our taxes, 
however, we compare favora- 


bly with other fast growing .ar- 


eas of the state. 

Even with a rate approach- 
ing $9 per $100. assessed valu- 
ation, we have continued to 
“enjoy” the distinction of hav- 
ing next to the lowest per cap- 
ita rate of any county in. the 
state. We wouldn’t guess how 
long this record can hold up.

“Our Town,” Thornton Wil- 
der’s Pulitzer Prize winning 
classic, will be presented on 
March 3 and 4 by the Menlo- 
Atherton High School Players 
Club. 

The Stage Manager, play- 
ed by Mike Anthony, takes 
the audience with him to 
look at the people of the 
small town of Grover’s Cor- 
ners, New Hampshire, as it 
‘was in the years between 
1901 and 1913. As he says, he 
shows “the way we were in 
our growing up and in our 
marrying and in our doctor- 
ing and in our dying.” 

Two families, the Gibbs’ and 
the Webbs, are involved in 
most of what he tells the audi- 
ence. Dr. and Mrs. Gibbs are 
played by Ken Eldred and Ju- 
dy Vandewater; their children, 
George and Rebecca, by Bob 
Marsh and Nancy Heidenreich. 
John Revelle is Mr. Webb and 
Mrs. Webb is portrayed by El- 
Jon Lewis. Mary Bradley plays 
Emily Webb. . 

The Stage Manager speaks 
of other residents of Grover’s 
Corners — Joe Crowell, Bill 
Keating; Howie Newsome, 
Jim‘ Clenney; Professor Wil- 
lard, Len Hall; Simon Stim- 
son, Tim O’Donoghue; Mrs. 
Soames, Sheila Gill; Consta- 
ble Warren, Henry Pearcy; 
Si Crowell, Bill Keating; Sam 
Craig, Alex Bryner, and Joe 
Stoddard, Pete Benjaminson. 
He tries to answer the ques- 
tions of the Man in the Audi- 
ence, Marty Mattson. 

“Our Town” is staged with 
generality and realism. Simple 
objects, instead of elaborate 
sets, are used to represent vari- 
ous things. A chair, for in- 
stance, is used as a support for 
the soda fountain and a grave, 
along with its usual purpose. 

Two stepladders are used as 
symbols of the second stories 
of the homes of the Gibbs 
and the Webbs. The back doors 
of the two homes are seen as 
two trellises. 

Costumes, sound effects, 
and lighting for “Our Town” 
are realistic. Costumes are 
like those worn at the turn of 
the century. The lighting 

. Shows the passage of time 
and illuminates the buildings 
and homes of Grover’s Cor- 
ners. The sounds are those of 
a small town — a rooster 
crowing at dawn, a train 
whistle; the lunch horn 
sounding at the factory. 

Committees such as cos- 
tumes, tickets ,and publicity 
are beginning their work. 
Rehearsals, under Lew Kar- 
cher, are underway. The final 
result will be seen when, on 
March 3, the curtain rises for 
the spring play, “Our Town.”

Change of Pace 


Seasonal change has always 
appealed to us, the more so, 
perhaps, because we have -al- 
ways lived and gardened in 


California where so little of it 
exists. Nothing is more dreary 
than the garden that’s forever 
green. 


The winter-bare branches 
of giant shade trees, the. re- 
turn to life of a spring-bloom- 
ing dormant shrub, or the 
promise of change which. fall- 
ing leaves and colored foli- 
age bring us in fall. — these 
stir us with excitement. And 
no garden which lacks a.few 
deciduous shrubs can — 
our affection. 


Mind you now, we're not 
knocking evergreen shrubs. 
Far from it. We merely en- 
dorse the contention that am- 
ong all our wonderful ever- 
greens there is also room for 
deciduous shrubs with their 
change-of-pace habit. And no 
garden is too small for both. 

Shade trees are among the 
most dramatic symbols of 
change and the gardener 
should seek the eventual joy of 
their barren . framework ? 
against a winter’s sky. The syc- 
amores are striking in and out 
of leaf, as are the graceful 
weeping willows. A _ baek- 
ground row of Lombardy pop- 
lars is a posteard scene at any 
season. 


If you would mix ever- 
green and deciduous mater- 
ial, which we definitely 
would, try a base planting ‘of 
evergreen azaleas under the 
branches of a spring-flower- 
ing fruit tree or a saucer 
magnolia. The simultaneous 
bloom which either combina- 
tion offers is enough to make 
an enthusiastic green-thumb- 
er out of the most reluctant. 
gardener. 


In the azalea family itself 
are the ingredients of perfect 
harmony between evergreen 
and deciduous shrubs. The 
compact and delicate Indicas, 
for instance, are all the more 
beautiful when blooming ‘in’a 
bed that holds one or more of 
the striking Mollis varieties 
which erupt in bloom. before 
their leaves appear. 

You find infinite variations 
to work with in nurseries ahd 
infinite joy in working with 
them. After all, isn’t. variety 
the spice of life? Seems we’ ve 
heard that it is.
